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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 31 January 2006 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 3 1 January 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

I. With regard to the obviousness-type double patenting rejections made of record in the 
previous Office action mail date 31 October 2005: 

Applicant argues that the present invention is patentably distinct from US 6,589,221 and 
US 6,780,172 issued to Olson et al for the following reasons: 

(1). The plate members (21, 22) on film blanks (2, 3) respectively, are distinct from '221 
and ' 172 because the instant independent claims 1 and 10 recite the instant plate members (21, 
22) are made of "a relatively stiff material lacking in suppleness in a thickness direction". 
Applicant argues that this distinguishes over both the ' 221 and the '172 patents because the plate 
members (35a, 35b) on film blanks (2, 3) are made of a material that is resilient; resilient is 
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defined as a compressible material, and further defined as a material "that is supple in the 
thickness direction". 

Therefore, because the instant plates (21, 22) comprise material that is "relatively stiff' 
and "lacking in suppleness in the thickness direction" while the '221 and 4 172 plates are supple 
in the thickness direction, this use of a material having fundamentally different characteristics 
renders the instant independent claims 1 and 10 patentably distinct over both 6 221 and '172. 

This argument is not persuasive for the following reasons: 

(1) Claims 1 of '221 and 472 both recite the claimed plates "having greater rigidity than 
said film blanks". This means that the plates are "relatively stiff 5 and "lacking in suppleness in a 
thickness direction" (as compared to the film blanks). Because the patented claims 1 state that 
the plates are rigid, the patented claims read on the instant claims. Therefore the rejection is 
proper and stands as stated. 

Conclusion 

This is an RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 10/674,428. All claims are drawn 
to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on 
the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier 
application.
